On February 14th, ISU3, the State Board of Education ap- 
pointed B, F, Hampton, Esq., of Gainesville, Fla., agent to 
select School Indemnity lands due the State under the act of 
Congress of February 26, 1859, and afterwards the Board 
entered into contract with Mr. James M. Graham of Alachua 
court >.y, Florida, to sell him all lands approved to the State 
under the selection of B. F. Hampton, at the rate of one dol- 
lar and twenty-five ceaisan acre- The board has not been 
put to any expense in making these selection?, and has not 
paid any tommissions for the work. 

The er.ntract made with Messrs. Graham and Hampton, is 
as follows:

Thi3 contract made and entered into litis 25th day of 
April A. D. 1893, by and between Henry L. Mitchell, Gov- 
ernor; William B. Lamar, Attorney-General; Jobn L. Craw- 
ford, Secretary of State; Clarence B. Collins, Statp Treasurer, 
and William N. SUeats, Superintendent Public Instruction, 
:is officers and members of the State Board of Education of 
Florida, parlies of the first part, and James M. Graham by 
•bis-attorney in fact, Benjamin F. Hampton, party of the 
second part, witnesseth: 

That the said parties of the first part, hereby agree to sell 
to the said party of the second part, his htirs, administrator?, 
esecutois and assigns, al the school indemnity lands now 
due and owing the State of Florida by the United States, 
under the act of Congress of February 26th, 1859, including 
all lands now selected under said act, and not yet approved 
by the Department of the Interior, at one dollar and twenty- 
five cenis ($1.25) per acre, and to make to him or auch per- 
sons as he may designate, deeds thereto upon the payment 
of such sum of 11.25 per acre. It is expressly understood 
that the sad James M. Graham hereby agrees and obligates 
himself to purchase at (he price named, all the lands found to 
be due and owing to the State, under the said act of Con- 
gress of February 26tb, 1859, when the same have been ap- 
proved, and in order to indemnify the said Board against 
loss by Ids failure or refusal to carry out tbe conditions of 
this contract, the said Grahwm has deposited $1,500 with the 
State Treasurer, which said amount, in event of his failure or 
refusal, as above set forth, he agrees shall be forfeited to the 
Board, otherwise the same shall be accepted by the said 
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Board in ita final settlement with the raid James M. Graham 
as a part of the purchase money mentioned herein.

The field nntf s of the exterior lines of wli it is known as the 
"Everglades," have been procured from the Surveyor General 
of Florida, and sent to the General Lwd Office at Washington 
along with quite a lot of written testimony as to 
the character of (the "Everglade" country. The roeand.rs 
Of the exterior lines of other tract* of im surveyed 
lands have been sent to Washington also, wiih requests for 
patents to the State for all lanils due the State under the 
Act of Congress of September 23, 1350. A stood deal oT 
correspondence relating to the adjustment of conflicts between 
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the State and the United States, as to land entries, has also 
passed between the State Land Office and the General Land 
Office during the past two years. 

If nothing happens 10 prevent the issuing of them, the 
State will receive from the General Land Office very soon 
patents for the Everglades and other unsarveyed lands; all of 
the work necessary to effect this settlement has been done by 
the present incumbent, at the least possible expanse to the 
State. 

The cost of copies of the field note* has been the only ex- 
pense the Internal Improvement Fund has been put to in 
this matter. The proving of the swamp character of the 
land*, and the procuring of the patenty, are the work of 
agents appointed for those purposes many years ago. 

Tee issuing of deeds and other instruments of writing re- 
lating to the conveyance of land by the State Land Office, is 
a small part < f the resl labor. The correspondence relating 
to land is as great as it ever was in the past, as is indicated 
by the letter bo^ks, which contain letters relating principally 
to lands. These hooks show that during the years 1805 and 
1896 over 6,000 letters were written. 

As time pastes, the records of the State Land Office become 
more and more valuable. "When and how lands were conveyed 
to the State by the United S:ate«, and when and in what 
manner disposed of by the Si ate, are facts that interest the 
owners of the lands now, and also those who desire to purchase 
real estate, and wish to be satisfied as to legality of title be- 
fore paying for it. 

A set of biok* have been purchased, and the actual work 
begun on them, and when completed, parties can get from 
this office full information as to any particular traut of lanl 
in Florida. The books will show whether the land is now 
United States or State land, if disposed of by either, to whom 
conveyed, date of conveyance and date of issuing of patent or 
deed, whether the land was School, Seminary, Internal Im- 
provement, Swamp, Swamp Indemnity, or School Indemnity 
land, and also full information relating to Spanish Giants, 
Railroad, Canal and Drainage Grants. 

At different times parties have been employed at the Gaines- 
ville Land Office to get the information as to lands disposed 
of by the United States to be put in the books above alluded 
to, but the work is suspended ut present. There was em-, 
ployed by the Commissioner of Agriculture ut the Gaines- 
ville Land Office, one clerk to get lists of vacant United States 
lands, and lands that were United Slates land xt time of tax 
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sale, in order to cancel all illegal tax certificates, bat the clerk 
was directed to stop such work last December. 

It is very important that the State Land office should know 
what land is now vacant United States land, and also should 
be informed at the end of each month of all Homestead, Pre- 
emption and Cash entries made during the month, as veil as- 
all final receipts issued during the month from any cause. 

I respectfully request that the Commisionerof Agriculture 
be authorized by a statute to that effect, or by direction of 
the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund, to employ 
such clerical aid as he may deem necessary, to furnish all the 
information relating to United States land to be had from the 
Gainesville Land office, so as to put the books above men- 
tioned in such a condition, that any person of ordinary intelli- 
gence can take one of these books and ascertain at a glance 
the true status of any tract of land in the State. 

If these books were posted as it is intended they should be, 
all illegal tax sales could be corrected, and the title to lands 
often cleared of irregular tax sales. 

Even with the information already obtained from the 
Gainesville office, we have been enabled to correct hundreds 
of illegal tax certificates covering thousands of acres of 
land. 
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Lands Granted to the State of Florida by the Unitid 
States Un*dek the Provisions of Act of Congress of 
Mat IT, 1856. 

The records of the General Land Office at Washington, 
D., C, show thai up to July 1st, 1894, there had been patented 
or approved to the Slate of Florida to aid in the construction 
-jf certain railroads under the provisions of paid Act of Con- 
gress of May 17th. 1856, 2,080,933.95 acres of land. 

These lands are not swamp or overflowed lands, but are the 
odd numbered sections lying within six and Bfteen miles of 
the line of certain railroads; the roads getting tie benefit of 
this grant were the tines that run from Pensacola to Jackson- 
ville, from Pensaeo'a tc ihe Alahama line, from Fernandina 
to Cedar Keys, and from Waldo to Tampa, known at the time 
of the approval of the land to the State, at) the Alabama and 
Florida Railroad, the Pessacola and Georgia Railroad, the 
Flotida Atlantic and Gulf Central Railroad, the Florida 
Railroad, etc. 

There are no patents or deeds from the State to the several 
railroads who received these land?, and noevidtuceof any 
conveyance by the United States to the State, except lists 
showing full description, now on file in the State Land Office 
at Tallahassee, and at the United States Land Office at 
Gainesville, Floiida. The railroad companies or cof potations 
that received these lands have disposed of them long ago. A 
great portion of the lands granted under this Act of Congress 
of May 17tb, 1856, .were sold by the lailroadcompmies them- 
selves, or by tmstees appointed for such purpose in 1850 and 
18G0. 

For the proti ctton of persons who hive purchased these 
lands either from the railroad companies, from trustees of the 
railroad companies or their assigns, some insttnmentof writ- 
ing showing the title that the railroad he'd in th» lands at 
first, should be placed on record in every county where the 
lands lie. 

The disposition of these lands were never vested in the 
trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of Floiida, as 
were the lands granted under Act of Congress of September 
4, 1841, known as the Iniernal Improvement Lands proper, 
and those granted under the Act ot Congress of September 
28, 1850; known as Swamp and Overflowed lands; therefore 
the Trustees have no right to make the conveyance, neither has 
t ny law ever been enacted authorizing the salesman uf State 
lands or the Governor to make any disposition of them; there- 
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fore I request your Excellency to call the attention of tbe 
Legislature to this matter, and reqnen that an act be parsed 
or joint resolution adopted, l hat will fully protect all pur- 
chasers of these lands. Such a law could be passed in a few 
lines, and the Commissioner of Agriculture, with the proper 
clerical assistance, could soon prepare and have put on 
record in ihe several counties Buch a conveyance a-* would 
show a clear chain of title from the United Stales to the Si atc f 
and from the State to tbe land grmt companies or their 
assigns. 

Sach aciion cjuld not affect any rights of the railroads 
that received the grant The land w«b properly earned by 
them and long since disposed of, and it is only to protect the 
present owners of these lands, and to show from what scouice 
the title was origin illy acquired, that tbe suggestions aie 
made. 
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Land Sold Under Chapter 4011, Laws of Florida. 



Daring the years 1895 and 1896, 2,884 Tax Deeds have 
issued, for which there bas been deposited with the State 
Treasurer, *56, 714.79. 

These land s des were made un^er and by virtue of Chap- 
ter 4011, L iws of Floiida, enitled "An Act to provi le for 
Certify ing Lands lo the Comptroller, upon which t.ixes have 
not b^en paid, for the rede mp Lion thereof, and for the forfeit- 
ure and sule of lands not redeemed," approved June 10, 1891. 

The price received generally for these Tax Sale lands has 
been the amount of tax s for the year certified to the State, 
with interest to da'e of purchase, at the rate ot 25 per cent, 
per annum, costs, and ;ill subsequent tax sales, with in- 
terest at same rate on such subsequent sales. There has 
bjen sjme deviation from this rule in some cases, such as 
large purchases, and sometimes when the taxe* and c >sts were 
excessive, or the lands were =>old through mistake or igno- 
rance on the p irt of the owner. The abjve amount doe* not 
include all the in >ney leceived from the sale or redemption of 
Tax Certificate* at, the offlue of Commissioner of Agriculture, 
while the Commissioner only controlled the sale or lands cer- 
tified to the Slate during the years 1892 and 1893. Often 
panics wished to redeem lands sold for taxes prior to 1892 
or 1893, and would write to him lor cost of redemption or 
purchase. Such letters were always an -wered direct, without 
reference to the Treasurer or Comptroller, and the moneys, if 
any received, handed to the proper officer, and the tax certifi- 
cates cancelled and transferred, and sent to to the parties 
writing fir them. All such moneys were paid direct to the 
Treasurer, and his reords will show every thing in full. 

The sales were so numerous during the past two years, that 
to make a detailed statement of tax deeds, as was done for 
the years 1893 a <d 1894, would take Up much space in the 
official report, and would req lii-e a large amount of unneces- 
sary printing, the records of the deeds, with full description 
of land sold, number of certificate, date of sale, name of pur- 
chaser, name of party to whom conveyed, and receipts for the 
money from the Siae Treasurer are on file and <jf reeord in 
the office of Commissioner of Agriculture, and are open for 
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inspection to ivery ohj, and will be carefully examined by 
I lie proper committers if the Legislature.

The correspondence necessary to effect such sales and the 
examination of the records relating to prior tax sale b, and 
the looking up of tax laws, etc., to satisfactorily reply to many 
letters received relating to tax deeds, has given the Commis- 
sioner an opportunity to di-cover mistakes or rather imnerfec- 
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lions in our present and past tax lawn, and the liberty is here 
taken of suggesting to your Excellency that the laws relating 
to tax sales should be amended. As the laws now stand, three 
or more tax deeds can be given lor the same tract of land, 
and each deed be legal and not dependent on any other deed 
to render it valid, for instance: A party can purchase from 
the Slate Treasurer a tax certificate of -the sale of 1891, and 
nut ask tor or desire to take up any other certificate of a suc- 
ceeding year, and obtain a deed from Clerk of Circuit 
Court. Another party, if the same tract was certiled. 
to the Slate under Chapter 4011 of Uw* of Florida, conld 
purchase the certificates for 1892 and 1893 from the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, and a deed would issue, and still another 
party could boy the same tract if assessed for taxes, and taxes 
not paid, at the lax sale of 1894 from the tax collector, and 
after two yea™ elapsed from date of sale, get a deed from the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court. 

1 have noticed that many of the lands certified to the State 
fur ibe years 1892 and 1893, were sold at the tax sales of 1894,. 
and bought by individuals; unless, these same parties tak* up the 
certificates jf 1892 and 1893, there will be a conflict of title 
as soon a-t ibe Commissioner sell* the certificates of 1892 and 
1893. This has been done in a great many cases, but the 
purchasers, under Cbipter 4011, have been notified of the 
possibility of such onflict in nearly every case. 

To prevent the issuing of so many tax deeds by different 
officials to the B&me tract, I suggest a repeal of Cb tpter 401 1, 
Laws of Florida, and let the unsold tax certificites for the 
years 1892 and 1893 be sold or redeemed from the State 
Treasurer as are all other certificates. Such a bill has been 
prepared, and will be handed to some member of the Legis- 
lature soon to convene lor introduction at an early date. 

If the business relating to sale of tax certificates increases, 
the Commissioner of Agriculture will need more clerical 
assistance, and such work could be paid for out of the profits 
arising from cale of tax certificates, but such expenditure 
would have to be authorized by an act of the Legislature. 
An examination of the records of t-tx sale deeds, and the 
letter books will Bhnw that the Commissioner of Agriculture 
has written over 9,000 letters solely upon the subject of tax 
certificates and sale or redemption of same. 

As st tted under that part of this report relating to lands, 
the Commissioner ha* had clerks employed to look up lands 
that, are, or were not, subject to taxation, and the tax certifi- 
cates covering such lands cancelled, by such work hundreds of 
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illegal or itn proper w'Ptlflofttw have been eaneeFIeft, and tbe 
da nd that would rest upon tbe title to thousands of acres of 
land removed. 

While upon the subject of Tax Sales, tbe opportunity pre- 
sents itself of calling tbe attention of your Excellency and 
the Legislature to the manner of paving Tax Collectors. A 
good business man pays bis agen', the larger or the sole com- 
ariF>ion on amounts collected by such Agent; wiih the State, 
m different rule has prevailed, for real estate upon which laxes 
are oot paid, and which reverts to the State, or as is called 
* -bought in by the State," a commission of 5 per cent, is 
paid on the uncollected taxes, and only 1 per cent, ia paid if 
the amount of taxes collected exceed a certain sum-, in 
addition to this 5 per cent, for real estate bought in by the 
- State, the -collector receives 25 cents for each tax certificate 
issued to tbe State. The Tax Ool lectors are not paid too much: 
but it would seem tbe better policy to pay more for money 
actually -collected, and lers commission on that not collected. 
Tl« collectors themselves would prefer to be paid fur money 
rec ived. In many counties the compensation received from 
the State Is not sufficient, and they are not paid what they 
are worth, or would be paid by individuals or corporations 
for like service*.

Sin — In accordance with Section 908, Revised Statutes, I 
herewith submit my annual report: 

I have made and published in the "Monthly Bulletin" 
during the year, one hundred and eighteen analysis of com- 
mercial fertilizers, from samples taken in all parts of the 
Stale, and sent in by the Assistant Chemist and Inspector of 
Fertilizers, under Section 895, Revised Statutes. 

I have made live analyses under Section 903, Revised 
Statutes, of samples sent by purchasers of fertilizers, which 
were a* follows: Special Analysis, March 30th, 1896, for W. 
W. Townsend, Mail land, Fla.; Special Analysis, April 24ih, 
1896, for W. S. Moore, Hawtiiorne, Fla.; Special Analysis, 
June -23d, 1896, for J. N. Honker, Bartow, Fla.; Special 
Analysis, December 15th, 1896, for T. H. Shumate, Winter 
Haven, Fla ; Special Analysis, December 15th, 1890, for J. 
D. Gatlin, Winter Haven, Fla. The statutory fee of two 
dollars for each of theBe, amounting to ten dollars, was paid 
into the State Treasury. 

Under Section 907, which requires that the "State Chemist 
eh ill ra ke analysis for private parties when requested, and 
charge reasonable fees for the same, which said fees shall be 
turned nver to the State Treasurer," I have made, under date 
of November 1'Jth, 1896, three determinations of ammonia, 
in samples of cotton seed meat, for F. W. Brode of Nash- 
ville, Term., and under date of December 9th, 1896, a deter- 
mination of the potash in a sample of hardwood ashes, f. »r 
Mr. C. R. Tysen of Jacksonville, Fla. For each of these a 
charge of five dollars was made, amounting to twenty dollars, 
which was paid into the State Treasury. 

Under the same section, a complete analysis of a sample of 
cotton seed meal was made, under date of November 25, 1896, 
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for Wilson it Parker of Jacksonville, Fia., which give the 
following results: 

Moisture, vaporizing @ 212° F 10.20 per ceet r 

Total phosphoric acid. 1.87 per cent. 

Potash 1.74 per cent. 

Ammonia 5.20 per cent. 

For this work, which occupied two days, a charge of twelve 
(1 "liars was considered a reasonable fee, but up to this time 
the j have failed to pay for the work. 

The receipts above given, together with the receipts from 
the palei* of B'araps for fertilizer*, make the grand total or 
16,621.19 for the year 189U, and justify the renewal ot the state- 
ment made in my annual report of December 31, 1895, from 
wh'Ch I quote: "While the sales of fenilizam has greatly de- 
clined since the severe winter of 1894-95, there are still more 
tban enough to keep one man constantly occupied the whole 
of every working day in the year, and when the sales of ferti- 
lisers shall again approximate the proportions reached during 
the year 1894, it 'will become necessary to supply the State 
Chemist with at least one working assistant, who s)i»ll be a- 
skillful practical chemist.'' In addition to my work a» 
analyst, I have ^to keep up the correspondence of the office,, 
which requires me to work late at night, and frequently od> 
Sundays. 

Daring the latter part of 1895, and the months of January, 
February and March 1896, the work of the office and labora- 
tory had so greatly increased that I was compelled m obtain 
the services of an assistant in the laboratory, which I did, and 
paid for bis services out of my own salary. 

Since the sales ot fertilizers has so greatly increased, and 
the increase promises to continue, I think the usefulness of 
this department could be made much greater if the 
offices of Assistant Chemist and Inspector of Ferti- 
lizers could be separated, bo that the Slate 
Chemist could have the assistance of a practical cheruint 
all the year in the laboratory. An Assistant Chemist at a 
salary ot twelve hundred dollars a year, and an Inspector of 
Fertilizers at the same r-alary, would be justified by the pres.. 
eot receipts, and I cannot too strongly urge the necessity for 
this being done. The Department of Fertilizers is more than 
self-su«taining, and coats the taxpayers nothing, even indi- 
rectly, while conferring benefits upon every consumer of fer- 
tilizera, which cannot be overestimated, and wbicb are being 
constantly more and more appreciated by those who devote 
their capital and energies to agriculture. Some of the prac- 
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Heal benefits of the wotk of the State Chemist cannot be bet- 
ter illustrated than by giving two examples, which will be 
taken from many on ti!e in the office. 

Tn December, lPf»5, in the regular work of analyzing sam- 
ples sent in by the Inspector, I m*de one of DePuy's Har.i- 
weed Ashes. The claim of the seller was that these as lies 
■containfd twelve per cent, of potash, and upon this basis they 
were i>eir g sold. My analysis showed them to contain (es3 
than four per cent, of potash, and another analysis from a 
second sample of fresher goods, less than four and one-half 
per cent , or only about one third of the printed guarantee 
placed upon the goods. It can be said to his credit, however, 
that, he promptly filed a new oath ot guaranteed analysis, re- 
ducii g his guarantee to the basis of my analysts, as soon as 
he was informed of the facts. Again, to take the case of the 
cotton seed meal of Wilson & Parker, Jacksonville, Pla., 
this was found to contain only 5.20 per cent, ammonia, 
wherens cotton seed nif-al usually contains from eight, and 
one- half to ten per cent, of ammonia. In other words, 
a car load of this cotton seed meal is only 
about one half as va'uable as average cotton 
eeed meal. The knowledge thus ob* aided pays for itself many 
times over in the pm chase of a carload of cotton seed meal, 
and the publication of these results puts consumers on no- 
tice as to the quality of the goods which thev desire to use. 
I am informal that this consignment, consisting of five car- 
loads, had been sold to arrive, but when the buyers saw the 
analysis, they refused to receive the goods, and they were 
shipped to New York and sold; rating twenty-five tons to the 
car-load, at twenty-five dollars per ton for the meal, the 
transaction would have aggregated five hundred dollars per 
car, or twenty- five hundred for the shipment; the analysis 
showid the meal to be worth only little more than one-hall* this 
amount, a clear saving to the consumers of fenillizers in 
Florida of over one thousand dollars on this one shipment. 

The present fertilizer laws seem to work smoothly, and 
to the satisfaction of buyers and honest manufacturers. No 
-question has arisen during my term of office, which has not 
been adequately Civerd by our laws, and in at least one case 
where a manufacturer hastteen convicted, upon evidence fur- 
nished by my analyses of selling dishonest goods to the veg- 
etable and fruit growers of the State, he has been prom pi ly 
*xposed, and ultimately driven out of business in this State. 
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The valuations adopted for the current year were as fol- 
lows: 

For available phosphoric acid, 4 cents a p und. 

For insoluble phosphoric acid, I cen„ a pound. 

For ammonia, or its equivalent in nitrogen, 12 fen's* 
pound. 

For potash, 5 cents a pound. 

With a uniform allowance of #2.60 per ton for mixing, sack- 
ing, etc , and freights delivered at Florida seaports.

Under this head there is but little to be said. The report 
of the State Chemist is full ami explicit, and he has shown 
very conclusively the beneficial results of the law as to pro- 
tecting the farmer or user of the fertilizer, as well as the man- 
ufacturer or dealer in fertilizers and fertilizing materials. 

The Assistant State Chemist, or State Inspector of Ferti- 
lizers, has obeyed all orders, and in many instances stopped 
violations of the law. He has been fortunate in settling all 
such difficulties without law suits and no expense other than 
that are necessarily attached to traveling from his home to 
various places throughout the Stale. 

The Department could be much more beneficial to the 
farmers, truck gardeners and others using commercial ferti- 
lizers, and especially so to parties who wish to know what 
fertilizer is best adapted to certain crops, plants and trees T 
and what different soils need, if the office of Assistant Chem- 
ist was separated from (hat of Inspector of Fertilizer*. The 
State Chemist cannot perlorm all the work incident to the 
analyses of soils, and carry on the legitimate woik of analyz- 
ing commercial fertilisers without assistance. Therefore, he 
should be allowed to employ a competent assistant, and the 
Inspector could travel over the state, taking samples of com- 
mercial fertilizers icr analysis by the Chemist, and note and 
prevent violations of the fertilizer law. The Stale Chemist 
has set forth his needs in this direction fully, so nothing else 
is necessary to be said here. 

The Department has been entirely self-supporting for the 
past two years, notwithstanding the great falling off in the 
sale of fertilizers by reason of the freeze of the winter of 
1884-5. The Legislature of 1895 changed the manner of 
keeping I he accounts of the Department in regard to ex- 
penses, so there is no table in this report showing the expen- 
ditures by items. A ppropriatiuns were made for salary of 
each clerk, and for printing, postage, chemiciU, apparatus, 
etc. The different account* coming under each separate ap- 
propriation were approved by the Commissioner and pa«d by 
warrants of Comptroller. Each account is on file in the 
Comptroller's office, and will be examined into by committees 
of the Legislature appointed for that purpose.

The convicts sentenced by the County Criminal Courts 
and the seven Circuit Courts of the State of Florida to 
-confinement in the State Prison at hard labor, are 
-still worked under the contracts made with Ueiieral 
E. B. Bailey, Messrs. T. G. &, J. A. Cranford, and 
Messrs. West Brothers, January 1st, ism. These contrasts 
expire January 1st, IS 98, The convicts are worked by the 
contractors themselves, and by several mb-lessees. They are 
now engaged in the manufacture of naval stores, in phosphate 
mines and such other work as the lessees see fit to employ 
them. 

The Legislature of 1895 enacted a law directing the Gov- 
ern or to appoint an agent to visit each camp and examine into 
the ca*e of any convict h* may think deserving of executive 
clemency, and take the necessary steps to brin; suoh cas j be- 
fore the S ate Board of Pardons. Colonel W. R. Moore of 
Suwannee county, w.t« appointed suah agent. Fie has been 
faithful in the discharge of his duty, but owing to the way in 
which the convicts are scattered over the State, he has been 
put to much more expense in traveling from one camp to an- 
other than was thought necessary at first, and the p iy he re- 
ceive?, fivi> hundred dollar* per annum, payable from hire of 
-convicts, has not been sufficient. Spec a 1 attention is called 
to Colonel Moore's report. 

Last year grave complaints were received from different 
sources as ho the ill treatment of convicts at the camp of EL 
L. Morris & Sons, near Summerfield, Marion county. Colo- 
nel W. R. Moore and the Commissioner of Agriculture were 
appointed a committee by your Excellency to visit this camp 
and examine into and report upon such alleged illtrtatment 
of the prisoners.

By virtue of Section ] 1 of Chapter 4324, Laws of Florida 
approved April 20th, 1895, the Commissioner of Agriculture 
has certified to the Comp' roller, lists of State convicts, uum - 
ber from each county, and the pro rata amount received from 
the hire of such convicts. Three such lists have been filed, 
and the statements showing how much money has been dis- 
tributed to each county, given at the end of this report. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture can not give as much 
attention to the convicts as they should receive. If they were 
all in one place or camp, he could do better, bnt divided up- 
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into twelve or more camps, and separated miny inUes apnrt, 
iiisa trip of two w^eks to make one round of visius. 

The State could receive much more from the hire of con- 
victs thin is now received, if the Commissioner could Jiire 
Un'in out in bodies of twenty-five to fifty, in4ead of in one 
body as lias been done in the post. A special agent should 
be appointed by the Legislature, Governor, or Board of Com- 
missioners of S:ate Institutions, to visit each camp or place, 
where the convicts are worked, ii-a less than once a month. 
Such agent should be a firm, discreet, inl ell igen>, and aobw 
man; should have full power to investigate into all alleged 
abuses of every kind, have free access lo the camp, and full 
opportunity to converse with each prisoner wkhoat inter- 
ference of any guard or contractor, and privately, so thai the 
prisoner* could talk to him without fear of being punished 
if complain tit are made. This agent should be paid out of the 
moneys arising from the hire of convicts.

Lin- iiivus!igutii<n of tlioscs ease*, and recommended such 
as 1 ihoughl deseserving a pardon, ami am gratified to state 
that some It^ve be m released wlr i weri dragging out a miser 
ah ■ existence away from their homes and famili ta, 

I linvenow a number of applications for pardon or eim mira- 
tion which I am investigating, and will present to the I J >ard 
of Pillions as soon as 1 can get the in formation req tired by 
tin- law and rules of the Board. 

In many oases in which 1 think the parties deserve the 
clemency oT the Hoar 1, the evidence was not taken down 
even in capital cases, and I hive found it quite difficult to 
get a statement of the laets upon which to base an opinion tor 
recommeudaii 'it, an I up3n wheh the Board of Pardons may 
base it* aclion. 

The Board of Pjrdms also requires a petition from the 
citizens of the neighborhood where the ottco.-e was oauml ted 
in behalf uf the convict. This the Convict has but litile 
(■in nee to l'>ok sifter, and the agent not acriuiimed in tho-e 
sections, has considerable trouble in g-tting sucli petitiinn. 
The amall amount appropriate I to cirry out the object, of the 
law. is not MilBcicut to enable the agent to hive the evidence 
in these ea-cs c >pied where it is on file, or tovMt the counties 
and get the evidence from those who may have heard it, and 
b > circulate and get signed a petii ion for the convict. 

In Mart h last 1 made, with the Hon. I.. 11. Womb well, a 
tnur of inspection of the several convict c.»rop3 of the State, 
to correct certiin abuses and improper use of authority which 
bad been reported. In every camp except one — of which due 
report was made — we found the convicts well cared lor, well 
fed and clothed, and but little sickness among them. 

I would sugg. st that the law be amended so aa to enlarge

Diab Si a— The health cf the camp for the past two years, 
has been excellent, and I would stijtc that owing to the fact 
that the penitentiary seems to be a dumping ground for me* 
likely to prove a burden on the charitable institutions of the 
State, that the death list and sick reports from all the camp* 
show very well. In 1S95 the death roll was twenty one, two* 
of whom were k lied trying to escape, two by accident, one 
by being killed by a fellow oonvict. one by suicide, three by 
syphilis, and the remainder Irmn the ordinary diseases that 
human flesh is heir to. In 1898 nineteen deaths are reported, 
one by being killed by sheriff in arresting after escape, two 
by accident, six from consumption, and the remainder from 
ordinary diseases. In many eases men are sent hera in the 
last stages of disease, some afflicted with mental disorders, 
others not thirteen years of age, and other* absolutely inad- 
equate for work. This seem-' especially the case from 
ties who have chain gangs.

•pluck and determination which stamps the true man, sat to 
■work to repair their blasted hopet and fortunes, and the stic- 
-t-e-a which has crowned their t ffort* has been mot remark 
tthle. Thousand* of groves are being rehabilitated, and hun- 
dreds of them, which were once considered a total less by ther 
•owners, are beginning to assume their old time appearance of 
thrift and productiveness. In the counties of Manatee, Lee, 
DeSoto and Dade a considerable crop of oranges was pro 
duced in 189S, agregating near 100,000 boxes, and the present 
year, information obtained through the beat sources at the 
command of the Department, places the number of boxes at 
:about 200,000 or a little over. 

Afer i he full effects of the freeze was known abroad, this 
Department received many letters from persons having money 
to invest, desiring to know what the future pros- 
pect for successful citrus fruit culture seemed to be. To 
&II of these questions the Department replied that 
Florida offered better inducements in that, and all other 
lines than ever before; that he who invested in orange prop- 
erty would get it at a lower price than would ever be accepted 
again. That he would come in on the '"ground fl jor," as it 
were, and reap the benefits of the surely returning prosperity 
when at its flood. 
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Quite a number of persons with ready capita! made 
investment on the Birength of these representations ana as- 
far as we know all are satisfied; that our opinion was right 
and true in every particular has been abundantly demon- 
strated by subsequent events. It is claimed by some that 
the great disaster above referred to will prove a ''blessing in 
disguise," but a verification of this claim must be sought 
lor in the history of future developments. 

One fact demonstrated and emphasized by results, is that 
the former exclusive fruit-grower has been, 10 his own benefit, 
■compelled to plant food crops also; it brought about are- 
turn to truck-growing and stimulated diversified farming, the 
great bulwark of agriculture, 10 an ex ent never bef.ire prac- 
ticed even in the earlier days of the State's settlement. In 
doing this, it also demonstrated ihe fact, not apprecia'ed by 
the newer generation and recent settlers in the State, but well 
known to the older inhabii ants, who are familiar wthtlie 
capacity of onr soils, that Florida is specially b!es-ed in her 
ability to be self sustaining, because of the diversity of her 
climate, soils and products. 

Thai the cultivation of citrus and other semi-tropical fruits 
his been wonderful y remunerative in the past no one will 
deny, and that the fu ure is equal to, if not brighter, lhan the 
past, no one but a pessimist or a chronic growler wiilfora 
moment doubt. 

ThU department has strongly urged in every report made 
since it came into exis'ence, the necessity of a diversifica- 
tion of farm and fruit produc:s, and in the effort to 
stimulate Buch a farm practice, has distributed free, 
seeds of those crops which promised surer and 
greaier pro6ts 10 the farmer. For several years we have dis- 
tributed the best varieties of Cub in tobacc ) seeds in limited 
quantities, endeavoring to impress upon the people the advan- 
tage to be derived by making it one of the standard crops of 
the farm. The great climatic calamity visited upon the prin- 
cipal industry of East and Southern Florida give the oppor- 
tunity to make a real test of the merits of tobacco eu'ture as 
a successful and paving industry, and in order that all who 
were willing to make the experiment, might have ihe oppor- 
tunity, this department purchased a large quantity of Vm-lta 
Abaja, and Sumatra tobacco seed a, wtiich were distributed 
among something over 4,300 appliuants. That the confidence 
in the ultimate success and value of the industry, was not 
mirplaced, the experience and success ot hundreds of thos« 
who planted tobacco t-et-d during the past year, bears coo- 
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vineing evidence. That the age of experiment in tobacco 
•culture baa passed, none wi 1 question, pave those perhaps 
■who believe there is good in nothing new, and its future 
wealth producing power, need be measured only by the qual- 
ity and quantity of the product. 

Sea Island cotton is a close second in importance to tobacco 
as a -tandard field crop, and should be planted by every 
farmer whose tod is suitable for ihe purpose. In addition to 
tobiu co seed, the d< part merit distributed a Ia'ge quantity of 
the finest variety of Sea Inland cotton s< ed, obtained direct 
fiom the island, and the experience of the grower is that it 
produces almost as much in pounds per acre as short or up- 
land cotton, while the price obtained for the product was 
from three to five times as much per pound. ■ 

Kicently much interest has been manifested by persons 
with capital to invest in sugar and fibre growing, and consid- 
erable sums have lately bien invested, and others are piepar- 
ing to embark in such enterprises. It is & well established 
fact that Florida soil will produce more sugar to the acre, of 
better quality, and at less co->t than any other State 
in the Untun. In fibre production our State ex- 
-eels all others, and when the proper decort eating 
machinery shall ba offered to the public, Florida is able and 
stands ready to furnUh the raw material sufficient to supply 
any demand. In glancing over the tabulated statistics fol- 
io win;/, it will be observed that a very considerable increase 
in the aggregate appears in the acreage of buth farm and veg- 
etable crops. It Is also noi iceable that there is a large de- 
ciease in the acreage of coiton of both varieties, the 
greater reduction being in the case of uplard cotton, and 
for the first time the valne of the Sea Island cotton crop is 
the greater by more than half a million dollars. The result 
thus shown in the increased acreage of food crops i« that a 
change is taking place in the methods of crop planting, and 
that faimers are finding it more profitable to plant larger 
quantities of food crops, whiuh enable them to become self- 
sustaining, a condition ih tt wipes out and keeps down the 
mortgagee, puts money in the pocket, brings happiness to the 
home citcle, and contentment to the heart. 

When we come to the table exhibiting fruit crops, we meet 
with the inflexible truth of the tremendous loss this industry 
sustained by the great freeze of two years ago, and si though 
other industries have increased the quantity and value of 
their products, they have not been able to quite overcome the 
great discrepency. Such condition will not, however, last 
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long, for the rapidly recuperating groves will soon attsfw 
their old-tiroe vigor, and it is reasonable to hope fur a io|. 
ranging between one and two million boxe» by 1B98. 

When we come to the table of exports for 1895, we find thie- 
same discrepemy turning up like a spectre, atill reminding 
ua of the past, but with 1S96 an era of greater pro-peniy 
dawned, and the increase of exports alone practically 
wiped out tie difference. These < x ports principally 
c impt'ised phosphate, timber, and tobat-eo in their crude 
and manufactured form, and were the cops and other mate- 
rial usually exported includid,it would have reached upward* 
of 135,000*000. 

The gain of five millions of dollars in value of exports in- 
one year, and the increase of farm products, as above men- 
tioned, furnish a key to the secret of the prosperity which baa- 
kcpt pace with us td rough the past year. It is the r* volution 
in farm management, c> op growing, and «toik raising that 
enables the farmer to live at home, to provide his own meat 
and bread, and lay by the proceeds of hi* cotton and his to- 
bacco for surplus want!', an) through the agency of mills and 
factories turn tbe products* of lier mines, b>r fields and for- 
ests into finished products, to t-upply tbe demands from 
netghbbring states or the markets beyond tbe seas. It is the 
newly awakened in.t--re.s- in i lit-ij ■ methods, and industries tli:>i 
baa turned the flowing tide towards agriculture, the oldest,, 
most honorable, and most essential vocation of the human 
race, the one upon which all oi li< r vocations must dep nd for 
subsistence and prosperity. The export table fur 1896 is a 
flattering exhibit of the commerce of the State for that, year, 
and a ^pl-ndid testimonial to the recuperative pr>Ter and 
wonderful eneigy of her people. 

There is a question of vital importance to tHe farm-ra of 
the State which has been quite frequently and forcibly 
brought to the attention of the Commissioner recently, and 
it is one demanding the earnest consideration and closest 
scrutiny by the Leg slature at its coming session. It is the 
indiscriminate auctioneering at pub ic sale large numbers of 
h-jrsea brought from other states, numbers of which, by 
reason of their treatment, or the character of their feed, or 
both, have become diseased, some with affection* similar to 
anthrax, and a softening of the hoof* and bones ol the limbs. 
Our information is that hundreds of these cheap stock died 
during the past aumer and fall, proving of course a dead Iob* 
to the unfortunate purchaser. It ia said this strck is- 
corralled in certain points of Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia 
and Arkansas in droves of thousands and that their feed con- 
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sists of the slope from distilleries. The vdlue placed upon* 
such stock by the owners at these points ranges from one to 
three dollars per head. This is the character of slock which 
is brought to our State, and sold at auction to oar people as 
sound, firBt-claBS stock. A special tax or license should he- 
required bv all such dealers; a tax of 25 per cent, on the gross- 
sales would not be too much. In the interest of, and for the 
protection of uninformed people some speedy and effectual, 
action should be taken. 

A question which has been the subject of frequent inquiry 
on the part of capitalists and others during the past two- 
years is the Geology of Florida Of course the reply neces- 
saiily was that the Slate had no geological bureau, and that 
no such survey of consequence had ever been made of the 
State. It is true the United States government has at dif- 
ferent times sent a few men to look over the country in haste; 
Of cource, only a very poor, superficial examination could be 
had, which could not in the nature of things reflect much 
credit on the surveying party, or be of any great benefit to 
the State. The only mineral that Florida mines, is phosphate, 
and that was discovered by accident. It is certain that be- 
neath the surface of our lands lie millions of buried wealth 
which should be utilized in giving employment to labor and 
bringing prosperity to our citizens. Our Stale needs a State 
Geological Survey, and without question there is no way by 
which a Btate can forward its material prosperity to such 
a degree as by developing Us mineral resources, and 
the best means of seeming this end is through 
the medium of attte authoiity. Almost every 
slate in the Union now has such an instituiixn, maintained' 
at expense ot the state, and who-e duty it is to eramine that. 
wlii> h lies belo*, as well as on the surface, and describe the 
useful nrnera's discovered, and map out their local ion, also 
to prepare and furnish statistical information bearing upon 
their uses and production, and facilities offered for handling 
them. Allot tins should be done in a manner that will in— 
terest an. I attract capital. If we do not do this, we should 
not c m plain thaj capital gives us the cold shoulder, and 
passes on to tho^e communities or States who are more pro- 
gressive than we are, and who have, faith in the value of their 
mineral resource. It is believed by many eminent geologists 
that Florida is rich in mineral resources, and it is entirely 
possible that more wealth lies hidden beneath ibe surface of 
our State than is contained in all the artificial and natural 
wealth combined on top of it. Not to have a Geological 
Buieau is false economy, for in these times of ema'l marginal. 



profits nod close competition in all branches of industry and 
trade, it is only the progressive individual or c< immunity that 
wins, and a procrastinating policy will surely result in keep- 
ing out capital and hampering industrial and material pros- 
perity. 

Another suggestion is here presented to the Legislature for 
its consideration. It is on the subject of establishing "Far- 
mer's Institute**," and giving tin m such encouragement as is 
necessary to place them upon a sure footing. Farmers In- 
stitutes are growing in favor in nearly all the states of the 
Union, and their usefulness in those states where they are 
firmly established has been so pronounced in their good ef- 
fects, that they are looked upon as being practically an estab- 
lished branch of tli ; state government. 

These institutes are promoters of great good. At their 
meetings all subjects of public importance is discussed. The 
best methods of agriculture, quality and adaptability of 
lands, seeds and climate, and ihe kindred subjectsof roadways, 
transportation and markets; how best to obtain out of life 
the greatest pleasure or ei.joyment, socially, materially and 
intellectually. All these subjects are worthy of and find a 
place in the practical operation of t-uch organizations. It 
enables the farmer to learn his exact and proper relaiionsbip 
to his organization, and brings about a condition of mutual 
recognition as between them and other legitimate callings. 
'Co>operation and mutual recognition of individual and collec- 
tive tights is necessary to success, and politics should have 
no place in their councils. I earnestly recommend this sub- 
ject to the careful consideration of the Legislature. 

Complaints are frequently maile of the wanton destruction 
of game, song, plumage and insectiverous birds in flagrant 
-violation of ■ xisting taws. It is a shame upon the officers 
who permit it, and a disgrace to ihe individual who knowingly 
commits ibe offense. Some way of effectually dealing with 
this important matter should be devised. The lime allowed 
for killing game birds is too long; it should be strictly limited 
to March 1st of each j ear, and in reality should not begin 
before the middle of November of each year. The same 
remarks are applicable to the river and lake fish, for many 
complain is are made relative this subjtct also. 

This time a very important addition is made to our regular 
report in the shape of a report of the meteorological condi- 
tion Y' eva 'l' n g throughout the State during the jear just 
-peat, also a condensed summary of the condition for 1895. 
These reports contain matters that should be of record 



n 

for future use and reference. It ie not necessary to argue in 
support of the value of the Weather Service as an efficient 
and necessary adjunct to agriculture, for their operations are 
too closely allied, the one is the basis upon which primarily 
rests the lif", happiness and prosperity of the human raci', 
the other a great scientific woik that uses its knowledge in 
support of, and in the development of every resource of our 
country and State. It is useful in the protection of the prod, 
nets of the soil, our homes and industries fn<m the 1 1> im-nt-. 
while it extends its admonition of danger in protection of < lie 
white winged messengers uf commerce that traverse l be seas 
laden with the products of our forests, mines am) mill-. 
For the compilation ' f this comprehensive and valuabUvwork 
this department is indebted to Prof. A. J. Mitchell, director 
of the Florida Weather Service al Jacksonville, and to him we 
take special pleasure in extending the thanks he to richly 
merits for his valuable assistance rendered without hope of 
reward other than the consciousness of hating benefitted his 
State. For much of the assistance given the department in 
collecting statistical information of various kinds.no co>l was 
incurred, but it was cheerfully rurntshed, often at mu -h 
personal tr: convenience, by the noble hearted men ^h'l place 
the welfare of their State above individual interest. It is to 
SUCI4 patriotic and progressive men that Florida owes her 
wonderous growth and incieasing pn sperity, and to these, 
our corps of much tsieetned crop correspondents, to the tax 
assessor, collector of customs and others, who have, by lh> 11 
effoits, added to the efficiency of ibis department the Com- 
missioner extends his most hearty thanks.

ANNUAL SUMMAKY FOB TBI YEAR 1895. 

The mean annual temperature in Florida for 1895 was 69. » 
degrees, or 2.1 degree 9 below the normal. Taking the State 
as a whole, and the temperature for the year, it is found that 
there was a sharp deficiency of heat, although during some 
months the temperature was above the normal. The defi- 
ciency for the year is due largely to the phenomenally cold 
weather of Florida. 

The mean temperature for 1894 wa3 11.2 degrees, and com- 
pared with 1895 shows a difference of only 1.3 degrees. Feb- 
ruary was the coldest month with a mean temperature of 52.1 
degrees, which was 12.6 below the normal,_and 10.5 degrees 
colder than Febiuary, 1894. August was the warmest month 
with a mean temperature of 81.3 degrees, which was 0.3 of a 
degree warmer than same month of 1894, July was a good) 
record with 81.1 as a mean. The highest temperai are, 10fr 
degrees, occurred at Earnt-stville on July 1st; lowest,. 11 de- 
grees, at Pensacola and Taliahasse on February 8th. The 
annual range fur the State, 89 degrees, is something phenom- 
enal for Florida. The greatest, local annual range was- 86- 
degrees, at Mosely Hall; least, 42, at Key West. Greatest 
monthly range, 65 degrees, at Archer in February; least, 16 
degrets, at Mullet, Key in September; the greatest daily 
range, 62 degrees, at Orlando, February 1th; least, 1 degree,, 
at Kisslmmee, October 5th, Amelia, February iBt, Federal 
Point and Tallahassee, November 1st. The highest mean. 
maximum temperature, 83 degrees, at Avon Park and Kis— 
simmee; lowest mean maximum temperature, 73 degrees, at

This is the coldest weather of whicn there 
is any official record, or other information reasonably reliable. 
The lowest temperature reported, as stated above, was 11 

degrees at Pensacala and Tallahassee on the 8th. Thii cold 
wave was almost coextensive with the State, the only section 

•escaping bfing the exfreme southern part ot the pt-ninsular. 

:It is conservatively estimated that it damaged the State to 
the extent of 50,000,000 dollars, for the greater portion of 
tlie fruit interests were killed ; not only fruit being frozen, 
but trees were killed to the ground. Last killing frost of 

«|mng occurred on Match 4th at Lake City, Orange Park and 
Tarpon Springs. The first killing frost of rmtumn was at 
Lake City and Milton on November 2 1st, an interval of 262 
days. 

PBECIPITATION. 

The mean annual precipitation for the State was 45. 5i 
inches, which is seven inches less than the amount of 1894, 
and more than cght (8) inches helow the normal. The 
.greatest monthly amount was 21.03 inches at Jupiter in Oc- 
tober, and the lea*t monthly amount 0,24 inches at Key West 
in November. The greatest annual amount, 72.47 inches, at 
Jupiter; the least annual amount, 29.19 inches, at Key West; 
the greatest amount in any 24 hourB, 5 07 inches, at Plant 
City, July Uth and 18ib. 

As usual, the stations near the coast report the greatest 
waoiint of precipitation, which is usually made excessive by 
Jtike approach or passage of tropical hurricanes.

Here snow fell during February than at any time since the 
• meteorological service has been established in this State. 
Traces of snow fell at Euatis on the 14th and 16th ; at Jack-

THUNDER STORMS. 

Thunder storms occurred in various portions of the State 
during every momh ot t he year.

STORMS. 

No exceptionally severe local storms occurred. While 
several tropical storms came near enough to influence the 
conditions over the State, the only portion suffering there- 
from was the nouihwest portion of the peninsular, where con- 
siderable damage was done to boats, wharves and other prop- 
erty. Timely warnings bv the Bureau were given of the east- 
ward passage of the cyclone.

CROPS. 

Although the amount of precipitation was about eight (8) 
inches below the established average, the rains were so timely 
and well distributed as to make the year an exceptional one 
for crops. Enormous yields of nearly every staple product 
prevailed throughout the State. 
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ANNUAL SUMMARY FOR THE YEAR 1896. 



The mean annual temperature for Florida during 1896, was 
11 degrees, or one (1) degree below ths» normal. The year 
under consideration was two (2) degrees warmer than 189-5. 
Compared wiih 1895, it is observed that there were no ab- 
normal temperature change*, which constituted the striking 
features ot the year previous. There wan about the usual 
Tariaiion from normal conditions fjr each month, and the 
the only period of excessive heat, and when the same was 
sensibly felt by the public, was during a part of the second 
and third decade of August. 

July was the warmest month, with a maximum tempera- 
ture of 103 degrees, while .January was the coldest, giving a 
a minimum of 20 degree*. The highest average for the 
State during the year was 76.4 decrees at Key West,; the 
lowest average annual temperature was 66.3 degrees at Talla- 
hassee, The mean annual maximum lemperatnre for the 
S'-iitc, was 79.7 degrees, and the mean annual minimum Gl.8; 
mean annual range 18 degrees, the name as for 1895. 

COLD WAVES AND FROSTS. 

Throughout January, and the third decade of February, the 
temperature was below the normal, though neither heavy nor 
killing frosts obtained to such an extent to do damage, and a 
large section of the State was exempt from the visitation of 
either. During the entire winter fruit trees kept up their 
wonfctd growth. 

rEKCIPITATlOM. 

The mean annual precipitation lor the State was 43.63 
inches, which is about f.mr inches below the normal amount 
for the year. The greatest annual amount was 100.61 inches 
at Milton (possibly excesxivi), and the least annual amount 
wis 25.26 inches at Key West. 

STORMS. 






Several severe storms — hurricanes — visited the State dar- 
ing the year. The first one was on July 7th. With little 
premonition of its approach, it struck the coast near IVnsa- 
cola and caused great damage to property. Farm lands were 
badly washed, crops destroyed and buildings wrecked. Yes- 
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eels in the harbor at Pensacola were dismantled, blown ashore- 
or foundered. The estimated loss was quite 1500,000. 

Decidedly the most severe hurricane known to bave risited 
the State during recent years, occurred on September 20th. 
Approaching the coast a little to the weBt of Cedar Keys, and 
pursuing a northeasterly course, it devastated nearly all the 
counties in its track, the accounted damages being 12,500,000, 
and the loss of fifty or sixty persons.

Immigration, 



Hardly two years has elapsed since the great climatic 
catastrophe cast hs gloom over the State, and shrouded in 
despair the bright hopes of thousands of her citizens. At the 
same time thousands more, in other sections, of the Union 
were bowed down under the weight of suffering, poverty and 
want, the effect of a protracted era, of financial and industrial 
stagnation, the like of which history furnishes no parallel, in 
point of time or severity. 

That Florida had met with reverses, was not even con- 
sidered by those people of other states, who with the inefface- 
able memories of past* straggles with adversity, relentles 
winter, and the fear of want combined, determined to seek 
new homes in a more genial clime, where the necessaries of 
lile could be obtained with greater certainty and less effort, 
and where heilth and happiness may take the place of anxiety 
and forebodings of future distress. For a change in these 
conditions, the South was naturally turned to as the on'}' 
section ot the country possessing the desirable qualifications 
of climate, soil and health, and offering inducements in the 
number and variety of industrial pursnits, and the abundance 
of results through intelligent effort. In this great upheaval 
of condition and sentiment, Florida has, and is still reaping 
substantial and increasing benefits. 

During the past two years many thousand enquiries con- 
cerning Florida Lave been answered both by letters and 
printed material composed of the Department, and other State 
reports, county pamphlets, descriptive of the resources of the 
several counties, maps and State land lists, reports of associ- 
ations, etc. It is entirely within reason to say that mainly an 
a result of this work, that fully twenty thousand 
immigrants have settled in tin State within the 
past two yeirs, the great majority of whom have purchased 
and paid for homes. Several colonies of several hundred per- 
sons each, and numerous smaller ones have located in various 
portions of the State, and as far as our information goes, 
there is no dissatisfaction or disappointment manifested, 
while on the contrary, this Department has on file many let- 
ters from such persons .testifying to their pleasure and satis- 
faction at their change of citizenship. 
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There have been numerous investments in realty, and in 
industrial enterprises, by parties of large as well as moderate 
capital, and many additions of capital by former non— resi- 
dents, with enlargement, and further development of pre- 
viously established industries. Undoubtedly a greater num- 
ber of persons with capital would be attracted to our State 
if the resources, and 'ad vantages for investment, so well known 
to ourselves, were wider and better advertised than heretofore, 
or at present. 

I do not advise the re-esiabltshment of the Bureau of Im- 
m migration as it »as in 1889 and in 1890. It was cumber- 
some, too expensive, and altogether unsatisfactory in its 
operations, and practically barren of results. The present 
system begun in 1 89 1 is the best yet adopted, and is only 
hampered in the extent of its work, and attainment of larger 
results by insufficient funds. 

The best and most clleetive medium through which the 
State can bring to the attention of thoSe who desire to cast 
their lot with us, whether they be hotneseekers or capitalist, 
is in the publication of a hand book of the State, full, correct, 
and complete in every detail of all mattersand subjects appli- 
cable to such a work. Such a work will command respect 
and confidence, because authoritative, and besides showing to 
the world that our gates stand wide open to ill industrious 
and peaceful people from every quarter who desire to 
make homes upon our soil, it will forever set at rest by the 
eloquence of truth, the hideous tales of want and woe that 
have latterly been so iudu-triously circulated in one or two 
sections of the country, with the object oT keeping unin- 
formed immigrants from our borders. 

Florida is naturally one of the richest States in the Union, 
which is all the more reason why we should desire capital and 
labor to develop its resources and improve its waste places. 
In no other Stale will so little labor produce so much; then 
why not share with others the increase in material wealth 
which their additional labor will produce ? What we most 
need is population first; industrial development made neces- 
sary by increase in population will invariably be accompanied 
by capital, but we must ur*t attract the immigrant, and to do 
that we must tell him what we have that he wants, that he 
needs, that i* good for him. We must show capital what we 
t have that will yield fair profits on investment. In no other 
way can these things be so effectually accomplished as by au- 
thority of the State. Our resources for manufacturing pur- 
poses are varied, and practically without limit. Hundreds 
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of water powers are lying as idle as on the day of their crea- 
tion, awaiting the development that a new era of progress 
must certainly bring. In addition to phosphate, we have 
mines ol kaolin, ochres, lire and aluminum clays, gypsum, 
and Fuller's earth of wonderful extent and richness, whose 
value cannot he over estimated. We have stone for building 
purpo-ew, and a magnesian limestone, or soft dolomite, which 
produces a cement equal in all respects to the very best im- 
porttd article. Iron of known value exists, hut l he fields lie 
waiting the investigation of a geological survey to demon- 
stiate iheir extent. We have vast forests of pine, oak, hick- 
ory, bay, magnolia, a*h. gum, cypress and ceriar, which form 
in the aggregate a great storehouse of well nigh inexhausti- 
ble supply for utilization in the arts, and ihe development of 
industrial enterpris-e. 

There should be published a full list of all varieties of 
woods, thcr description and utilizations, and a complete list 
of the flora, medicinal plants and herbs, and their uses. All 
of the tibre-produeing plants of known value are practically 
indigenous to our soli, and the produces of their manufacture 
are adapted to an almost unlimited degree, both in the arts 
and for economic purpose. 

All of these things above referred to are subjects worthy of 
publication in the manner suggested; the question is shall we 
have them. "Florida for Flondi&ns," is all right as a senti- 
ment, were the State filled with an overflowing population, 
but Florida lor the world means progress in the present, and 
prosperity and happiness in the future, which in the end is 
the same thing. If we desire immigration, we must show ;i 
reason for soliciting it; if we want capital, we must expose our 
wares, offered 111 exchange; we know what »c have, let us 
prove it to others whose assistance we want in both labor and 
money. We have the grandest climate in the western hemis- 
phere, and a record for health, which no spot upon the habi- 
table globe has yet equaled. Compared with other sections of 
our country, the loss to Florida by the freeze of IS95, paies 
into utter in>igntncance, beside the destruction of life and 
property caused by fire and storm and flood, that scatter 
want, destitution and sorrow over thousands of homes in 
other states every few years. 

We have the best soil, with every advantage for profitable 
cultivation of any portion of the South, and the people who 
have lived upon it, and been born upon it, and lived in the 
luxury of superabundance, and again felt the poverty of help- 
lessness, are once more surely and rapidly mastering the 
H 
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great problem of tiTe. In reality, Florida U richer today than 
ever before, and with abundant evidence that an era of de-~ 
velopment, of more universal and intelligent business pro- 
gress, and extended use anil di*tributiun of capital in tba. 
multiplying and do versification of wealth pr6ducmg 
industries, has already begun it* great work; no luke warm- 
ness or spirit of indifference should be permitted to throw 
obstacle* in the way oi iis continuance. 

Impiettsed with the vital importance of ibis subject, I ric— 
ommend with all the earnestness of one whu takes pride in 
bis citizenship, and the welfare of his State, the adoption ot 
some plan for the advertisement of the State's resources. 
The coai need not be gnat, and should not exceed five ur six 
thousand dollars, which would not be more than half the cost 
of the old Bureau of Immigration for one year, while it would 
furnish the beat material for the purpose the State has ever 
had, in quantity sufficient 10 last at least four years. 

In conclusion, and in this Connection especially, it gives 
me pleasure to say a good word m beh.ili of the Stale Press, 
which baa given this Department, with open hearted gen- 
erosity, that assistance which can be obtained from no other 
source. To the Press, the people of the State owe lasting 
gratitude for their splendid services in the cause of immigra- 
tion and general development of the State. 

To the Press of the State, to the several Hoards of County 
Commissioners who have manifested sufficient interest in the 
future i-uccess of their communities, to heed the suggestion of 
the Commissioner, and respond to his request for pamphlets 
or other information concerning their counties, and nil others 
who have lent timely and valuable assistance to the depart- 
ment, I take pleasure in extending sincere thank*, and to 
Your Excellency, for your many friendly offices and kindly 
bearing during our official relations, 1 tender my sincere and 
grateful acknowledgments.

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Florida State Census, 1895.

To His Excellency, Henry L. Mitchell, 

Governor of the State of Florida: 

Sir— In conformity to the provision of Chapter 4330, Laws 
of Florida, rt quiring the "taking of the census of the State of 
Florida for the year 1895," we have the honor to submit here- 
with our report with such explanatory remarks as may seem 
appropriate to the salject: 

A census perfect in every particular, covering every branch 
■of human effort and enquiry, classified with the greatest de- 
gree oi care in detail, by expert and well skilled hands, 
thoroughly conversant with every social and material condi- 
tion of ihe inhabitants of our Siate, would be an ideal one, 
but it is something never yet attained in tbe history of any 
country; it belongs to the future. 

lu this census we have endeavored with the small means 
at command, anii the unfortunate manner in which tbe appro- 
priation was made, to get the best work and fullest informa- 
tion possible under the adverse conditions. Had the Legis- 
lature appropriated the full amount as originally called for 
in the bill— * 15, 000 — it would have been a greater induce- 
ment for the enumerators to increased exertion, and in several 
cases belter work would have resulted; human nature does 
not, except under stress of adverse circumstances, take kindly 
to employment for which they can only obtain half their 
earnings when due, and either wait on the future for the 
remainder, or have the alternative forced upon them of part- 
ing with their claims for a discount, which to them, means 
a loss*, or placing them as collateral for loans, which is the 
fame thing ; nevertheless the enumerators, a* a body, did 
excellent work, and the result is a favorable exhibit for the 
iitate in all of its departments of condition and trade. 

When it became apparent that the financial condition of 
Almost every one of the Enumerators was sucb that it would 
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work positive hardship to them, should they be force! to w.\i t 
till a meeting of the Legislature of 1897, for the balances due 
them, it was decided after due consultation with Comptroller 
to issue a certificate showing balance due each enumerator in 
a form that they might be able to use as collateral security, 
or to dispose of to others if necessary or desiw ble. The 
form appears further on in this report. We earnestly recom- 
mend the appropriation of the necessary sum to take up these 
certificates at the earliest opportunity, and enable those who 
in whatever form are still holding i lie in , to get what is due 
them. In some cases several certificates were issued to one 
enumerator, representing different divisions of his ;i ceo tint; 
this was done to enable the enumerator to make settlement 
with his deputies. In several counties two enumerators were 
appointed, which was done because the opinions of the 
citizens of the county was dhiied as to the man who should 
receive <he appointment. Elsewhere in this report *ill be 
found a li*t of the enumerators and their postoffice addresses. 
Owing to many errors made by the enumerators of a few of 
the counties, it was nece-sary to employ clerical help for a 
time, the expense of which is shown in the accompanying 
statement of disbursements. The other items uf expense ap- 
pearing iu the statement will be at once recognized as abso- 
lutely Lssential as preliminary to the actual taking of the 
census. 

The amount appropriated towards paying the cost of the 
census was §3,000, which was paid out in two installments ot 
25 per cent, and 24 per cent, respectively on the account of 
eauh enumerator, atid for other expense as follows:

Second installment of 24 per cent 2,709 04

In distributing blank forms to the enumerators, the precan^ 
tion was taken to print the fullest" inatruotions at foot of each 
blank form, and a slip of general instructions separately for 
guidance ia filling the blanks of each schedule. A number of 
changes from the old form were adopted throughout the sev- 
eral schedules, and will be seen by reading the tables; these 
changes seemed better adapted to a census of Florida than 
those previously used, but in most cases the same form and 
methods have been used a* heretofore. Wherever the figures 
1890 are used in the tabular work» it is to show some connection 
or comparison with the U. S. census of that year. We do no* 
give all the details as to population, as in the U. S. census, t 
because it would have required additional help, and no money 
for such purpose was available, and it would have more than 
doubled the cost of publishing the report besides, nor was it 
necessary. So, in the interest of economy, the tables of pop- 
ulation were printed in the form they are. We have adopted 
the plan of showing the increase and decrease of. the two- 
races, white and b'ack, by counties as being more satisfactory 
to the several counties, and also as showing precisely the 
character of the population and its fluctuation of residence. 
Considering the uuparalelled depression ia every line of busi- 
ness or industry that has obtained since 1892, the increase of 
73,217 in the population gained within the period named r 
1890 to 18S5, ia a flattering testimonial to the steady progresa- 
of the State. 

The publication of table No. 2 is in a form pot previously- 
used, but just such information has long been wanted, becaos* 
it is a subject of constant inquiry by business men and noo~

residents who propose to be future citizens, and by litigants 
who use it in settlement of legal differences, it having been 
recognized as a potent factor on several occasions when the 
right of municipal governments to impose certain form of 
taxes was disputed. 

AQBtCVLTUEE. 

In making up the statistics of egriealture, tha statistics of 
'farm products were omitted, for the reason that it is unneces- 
sary to publish a repetition of the same thing, which would 
in reality be the ca»e, because the agricultural statistics are 
compiled every year under another law, and the statistics of 
farm products of 1S95 will appear in the report of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. Table 1 of this schedule gives 
number of farms by counties for 1805 as compared with 1890, 
and shows a substantial improvement, tbere being a total in- 
crease over 1890 of 2,912 farms in favor of 1895, This table 
also gives the total acreage in farms for 1895 and 1890, and 
while there is a fair increase of 12,869 acres added to the 
total farm area over 1890 and in favor of 1895, it indicates 
-that there is a growing disposition to reduce by subdivision 
the acreage of private holdings in the interest of a more con- 
densed system of farm management. 

Table 2 of this sime schedule embraces the area of land, 
improved and unimproved, in their several divisions. Here 
also is an innovation on the previous methods which appears 
more satisfactory, because it exhibits the private land areas in 
their separate divisions and conditions for use. In the first 
two columns under head of improved the U. S. census of 
1890, the sum of both columns is included in one, which at 
first eight apparently indicates a loss as against 1895, when 
in truth it is not so, for the sum of both columns show a con- 
skier able increase in favor of 1895. So also the increase of 
individual land ownership is 267,918 acres in 1S95 as against 
1890. \ 

Table 3, farm values, of this schedule serves to show what 
a vast sum was lost to the Stale by the great freeze of Febru- 
ary 8-9, 1895. The loss in farm values was $29,764,089, and 
toy far the greater portion of this loss fell upon the people of 
the fruit and vegetable growing sections of the State, An* 
■other item appears in this table that has not been previously 
included, is the cost of fences and their repair. This infor- 
mation was considered of some value, as giving perhaps the 
principal item of cast in ordinary farm management, and one 
that could well be reduced with corresponding benefit to croi* 
growers. 



Table 4 presents ibe cost of Commercial Fertilizers par- 
chased, Amount of wage* paid for labor, and value of farm 
products, including live Block for 1894; a* the first column 
-li"\vri the fertilizer purcbastd before the freeze, the reduction, 
in cost of same cannot be charged to that lamentable event ; 
but the fact would seem to indicate that farmers, and fruit, and 
vegetable growers were making muefi of their fertilizer at 
home, instead of sending their money out of the State for 
articles at foreign manufacture. Column 2 presents another 1 
itim of interest, heretofore excluded lrom census publication 
in Kt-parate form; it also serves to show the aggregate 
amounts pa : d, as wages for labor in conducting the operation 
of the farm, and giving a definite idea of the annual cost o 
farm management under the systems in practice. Tbc lam 
column shows value of farm products for 1894, and shown a 
very gratifying increase of $:i ,292,948-5 7 over 1890, and in 
favor of 1 895. 

MANUFACTURES. 

Table 1, of this schethi-c, presents a very gra'i Tying exhibit. 
ami tn many re.-pects surprising, where trade conditions for ibe 
past five years are taken into consideration. The first col- 
umn shows a gain of 458 establishments reporting over 1890, 
and in favor uf 1895, a gain of more than 50 per cent. Th'- 
second column gives the aggregate amount of capital invested 
in the 1,281 enterprise? ; and this \* also an item not given in 
the' previous censuses; it is given for the purpose of demon- 
strating a point often a-serted as to the general unprofitable- 
ness of manufacturing industries in recent years. A compar- 
ison of total cost of operating these industries, including the 
cpital invested, with the value of the manufactured product, 
will readily and satisfactorily demonstrate the true condi- 
tion. 

Column 3 of the table, gives the average number of bands 
emp oyed in 1895, compared with 1890 The increased 
number over 1890, and in favor of 1895, is 11,870. Table 2 
gives wages paid, cost of materials used, and value of manu- 
factured product* for 1895, as compared with 1890. This ta- 
ble presents some rather curious, and at the same time 
Interesting features. The aggregate amount of wages paid is 
le-a than in 1890 by $262,187, yet the number of wage earners 
is 1 ],87tf greater, or practically doable. It is du», however, 
to explain here that a large number of those included in num- 
ber of hands employed in 1695, were convicts employed in the 
phosphate mines ; also, that a great many persons engaged in 
operating other manufacturing concerns, either as owners or 
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* 

memb rs of the family of the proprietor of such establishment, 
are put down as operative* or bands", but who are not paid in 
wages, but in profits out of the business. In this class are 
many of tho-e who oper.tte ginning estab'Uhments, urist 
mills, blacksmii h shops, etc. The cost of material aped in let-s 
in 1895 than in 1800 bv $110,769, while the value of the man- 
ufactured product fur 1895 is 123,606,873, or $5,383,983 
grtater than in 1890. The conclusion would then seem to be 
tiiat wage3 for those persons engaged in these industries have 
been mui-h reduc.d, notwitb>tai,diiig the txplanation above 
concerning those employed as operative'', or hand* who re— 
c-ive no wages, wb-le the number of employes has increased, 
that the value of raw material lias also bien reduced, while the 
value of the manufactured or finished product has very mate- 
rially increased. It thus appears that manufacturer*' profits 
have don ? much more than hohl their own, while other values 
h.ve suffered considerable shrinkage. 

MORTUARY ST AT I ST 1 08. 

Table l,m»r uuy statistics*, show the number of deaths by 
counties, of each race, white and black, and exhibit- a 
markid improvement over 1890, and in favor of 1895, 
I he difference in favor of the latter being 760 
fewer deaths than in 1800. In 1890 the death rate per each 
1,000 inhabitants was 10.12, in 1895 it was only 7:20 to e;.ch 
1,000 persons. A very gratifying (act that must undoubtedly 
be ascribed to a greatly improved sanitary condition brought 
about in a great incisure though the instrumentality of the 
State Board of Health. 

In concluding this report, we take occasion to say that al- 
though it may not come up to the requirements of a Ci-nsm 
as it should be gathered and compiled, it is rather more the 
fiuttof the system forced upon managers by short time and 
inadequate assistance, than, the fan It of those who prepared 
the work. The whole system of census gathering should ba 
revised. The best first step .in such a direction, wou'd be a 
permanent ■ Census Bureau in connection with thi Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Trusting that this report will meet with your approval, as 
well as of the people of the State, and that the exposition of 
her resources here presented may place her in a posit iin 
where the wr'd may know that she is a progressive, prosper- 
ous and enlightened community of people.
